then Illinois' history will not

volumes. 
Mr. Smith i» a prominent 


.awyer btre, born aud reared in this 
county, bi? parents being among its 
earliest whitp settlers . is a clever wri- 
ter, and in i be preparation of his his- 
tory has spent nearly a you- of untir- 
ing labor. 
From the manuscript I 


ean that : At tho sitting of the teg- 


Tslatura of the State of Illinois in 1829, 
Vandalia then being the State capital, 
a petition fur an act creating a new 
county out of the northwest corner of 
Shelby was passed, and in the same 
year the commis'iouers located the 'seat 
of justice' for Macon couaty 01 twenty 
acres "of land. 
The county was named 


for the HOD. Nathaniel Macon of North 
Carolina, who was then of National 
fame, and th'e site selected for the cap- 
ital of the new county was named in 
honor of Commodore Stephen Deeatur, 
whose exploits ia the war of 1812 are 
known to every school-boy student of 
American history. In the large terri- 
tory thus set oft as the county of Ma< 


con, 
there were about 1,000 people — 


the county, however, comprising nearly 


of what is now Macon, DeWitt, 


Piatt and Moultrie. 
In the area now 


known as Macon probably 500 persons 
resided.

HIE HKSl' SETTLEKS 


ot this section were the Stevens fam- 
j 


ily, who came here in 1822, at which 
time the Kickapjo Indians occupied 
the territory. They were a brave, in- 
telligent tribe — had led the charge at 
the famous battle of Tippeeanoe.

broad belts of fertile jprairie, the many 
beautiful streams of excellent water, 
bordered always with magnificent tim-

They uat'ortunately participated in 


"Stillman s defeat" near Dixon, and the 
survivors are very reticent on the subject 
of their exploits. Ona note is made by 
the compiler! to the effect that several men 
whose names afterward became familiar 
the world over participated in that war, 
to-wit: Abraham Lincoln and Jefferson 
Davis, who went side by side, and then 
little thought, while fighting to extirpate 
a common enemy, that three decades 
would Bee them occupying the positions 
of presidents of rival republics, and hav- 
ing under their command armies, compar- 
ed to which the Indian war of tbat date 
was but as a quarrel at a turkey-raffle 
ending In a rough-and-tuuible fisticuff. 


PARM WA6ES IS CALIFORNIA. 


Sun Fiaocisco Alta. 


Our attention has been called to the 


number of farms and of agriculturists 
or persons engaged ia farm labor iu the 
Union and in California, and we find 
that though the farms 
have on the 


average three times as many acres in 
this State, there are relatively fewer la- 
borers to the faun. 
The nation has 


2,050,000 firms and 5,922,000 farm- 
ers, while our State has 29,000 farms 
and 47,000 farmers. 
Ohio, Connecti- 


cut, and Nebraska have about tbe same 
proportion as California, or two agricul- 
turists for each farm ; while New York, 
Pennsylvania, aud Illinois have three 
for two farms, and Alabama and Geor- 
gia have four for one farm. 
The larger 


average sizs of the California farms is 
caused by the fact that 2,700,000 acres 
out of G,200,000 acres inclosed are 
used for pastures of wild grass ; and 
that on account of tha dry character 
and light, clean soil of most of the 
iarms, a man can cultivate a larger 
area than in the moist, weedy, and 
heavy soils of the Atlantic States. 
There has been no notable change in 
the rates of wages in California for 
several years. 
Mechanics get from 82 


to $5 {per day ; unskilled white male 
laborers from 81 to 83 ; and Chinamen 
from (JO cents to $1, without board. 
Masons, plasterers, and plumbers re- 
ceire from $t to §5 ; carpenters, black- 
smiths, and wagon-makers, from S3 to 
$4, servant-girls for general house-

SENATE. 


Mr. Ingalls reported a resolution re- 


quiring tbe secretary of the interior to 
report immediately what efforts have 
been made to remove the Sioux from 
their treaty reservations to the Indian 
territory, and what negotiations are 
no w pending, and what is the object 
thereof; agreed to. 


Mr. Mitchell called up the resolution 


directing an investigation of the cir- 
cumstances attending the appointment 
of Cronin as presidential elector by the 
governor; referred to election commit- 
tee without debate. 


The house bill Introduced last session 


making the silver dollar a legal tender, 
and providing for the issue of silver 
coin, was referred to the committee on 
finance. 


OB motion of Morton, three members 


were added to the election committee to 
assist in tbe southern election investi- 
gation, presented by Edmunds. 


Mr. Edmunds moved to take up the 


joint resolutions proposing a constitu- 
tional amendment for oouutiug 
the 


electoral vote by the supreme court. 
Mr. Merriman objected on account of 
the 21st joint rale, which provides that 
the unfinished business of the preced- 
ing session shall not be taken up for 
action until six days aftor beginning of 
subsequent session. 
The chair over- 


ruled the point, announcing that the 
joint rules were not in force, besides 
the senate rule provides 
that at the 


commencemeDt of the second session, 
business shall b* resumed and croooed- 
ed with as though no adjournment had 
occurred. 


Mr. Merrimop appealed from the de 


cision. He argued that the rules were 
iu force and that neither house 
cou Id 


abolish them without the consent of 
the other body. 
He read from 
the 


proceedings ot congress at previous ses- 
sion showing that the 21st rule had 
frequently been enforced. The joint 
rules had been in force sinoo the exist- 
ence of the government. This was the 
first time they had ever been question- 
ed. 


Mr. Johnson argued that the senate 


and house were acting under the joint 
rules every day. They could sot trans- 
act business without them. Authority 
to appoint conference committees came 
from the joint'rules. Mr. Edmunds 
said there was a general parliamentary 
rule providing for conference commit- 
tees. Mr. Sargent said when the list 
of committees was reported the other 
day it was accompanied by a resolution 
authorizing the committee on library, 
printing, etc., to act concurrently with 
tbe house committees. - This -showed 
that the senate did not recognize the 
joint rules under which those commit- 
tees might act. 


Mr. Morton aaici it wag perfectly plain 


to him, tbat the Senate, having with- 
drawn from the joint rules, at it had a 
right, thera were none in force. He 
read from tha Record showing that pre- 
viously democrats had held this view of 
the case. He believed their.sole pur- 
pose now was to retain the 33d joint rule 
for counting the electoral vote. It was 
a wicked rule, universally condemned. 
He had been trying to abolish it for 
years. 


Mr. Bayard said the joint rule was 


only objectionable last session. He at- 
tempted to secure the passage of a law j 
regulating the electoral vote outside pt j 
the joint rule. He described the origin 
and workings of the rule, and reiterated 
his previous opinions that the rules 
could be terminated at the discretion of 
either House. 


Mr. Edmunds quoted from his own 


and Mr. Merrimon's remarks last sess- 
ion, showing tbat 3Ir. Merrimon had 
changed. 


Mr. Merrimon said the change was 


wrought by reflection. 


Mr. Edmunds paid a graceful tribute 


to the late Speaker Kerr as a man, and a 
patriotic, honorable, man, and quoted 
his decision on this question. Mr Ed- 
munds said the joint rules are simply 
the standing orders of each home, re- 
pealable by either partj. 


After further debate the question was

It is marvelous how a 
child knows when a parent's word can 
be relied OB. I know very well (writes 
a mother) how difficult it is for a mother 
to keep herself sufficiently up to the 
mark to see that her wishes are attended 
to. It seems so much easier, for the 
moment, to let things slide, and it en- 
tails so much difficulty afterward. The 
trouble Is really the greatest at the be- 
ginning—for if the child forms while 
young a habit of obedience, and if the 
younger ones see that the older ones 
obey, comfort and happiness seem to 
follow almost an a matter of course. 
There is no doubt that obedient, well- 
condnctcd children arc by far the hap- 
piest.
